Guard F. Scully said that when he reached 
the scene of the accident O’Leary was stand- 
ing by a wall, alongside the footpath, When 
witness asked him to come over to the car 
he staggered, and had t3 be assisted. When 
wi ness told him that he was going to take 
hi.a into custody for being drunk in charge 
of a car he made no reply. 

Mr. H. O'Hare (instructed by Mr. J. P. 
Collins), who appeared for the defendant 
asked if some of the signs that appeare 
to be those of drunkenness might not have 
been signs of collapse afte: the accident. 

Guard Scully—I would not say so. 

Guard Thomas Drllon said that in the 
station O'Leary was heavily under the 
influence of drink. He had a ‘“‘terrible dose 
of drink,” and was unable to move. 


DOCTOR’S EVIDENCE 


Dr. Stephen M. Varian said that he arrived 
at the station about 2 a.m. and saw O’Leary, 
He noticed that he was unsteady on his feet, 
and when he asked him a few questions his 
speech seemed to be slow and slurred. Wit- 
ness’s opinion was that he was slightly under 
the influence of drink and that there was 
some sign of shock present. 

Ha Lewis, Stradbrook, said that he was 
seeing off some friends who had been spend- 
ing the evening at his house, Miss Shannon 
drove up in her car and stopped. He heard 
a crash, and the children in the back of the 
car screamed. Another car. had crashed 
head-on into Miss Shannon's car. Witness 
went to the Guard station, and when he 
returned he saw that the defendant was un- 
steady on his feet. In his opinion he was 
drunk. 

Robert Hazlitt said that he was sitting in 
the front of Mist Shannon's car when the 
crash occurred. e got out and saw two 

rsons helping a third off O'Leary's car. 

e went over and asked who was the driver. 
He got no reply. He got a strong smell cf 
alcoholic liquor. In his opinion the defend- 
ant was drunk., There were no front lights 
on the defendant’s car. 


To Mr. O’Hare—The lights of Miss | 


Shannon’s ear were dimmed. 

Miss Shannon said that she was saying 
good-bye to Mrs. Lewis when the crash 
occurred. After the accident the lights of her 
car were dimmed and working. 

Sergeant Delaney said that when he asked 
O'Leary what happened, he replied,‘* The 
other car ran across the road and crashed into 
me.” In O’Leary’s car there was a driving 
licence which had expired on 27th September. 

John J. Fagan, who lives seen the scene 
of the aceident, said that the lights were 
lighting on both cars. In his opinion, 
O'Leary was slightly intoxicated. He could 
converse intelligently, but could not walk 
steadily. 


ANOTHER DOCTOR CALLED 


Station-Sergeant McCormick said that in 
the police station O'Leary said that he did 
not’ want to see a doctor. When Dr. Varian 
was summoned the defendant was a good deal 
better than when he was brought in. Later 
another doctor was summoned. 

Inspector Michael Hill said that when he 
spoke to the defendant in the station after 
1 am. O'Leary said that he had been at 
Shanganagb. itness asked him if he had 
been in an accident and he replied, “I do 


not’ know.” When he stood‘up he swayed. f 


He smelled strongly of drink. Witness told 
him that he wou a be charged with having 
been drunk in charge of the car, and O'Leary 
then said that he would like to see a doctor. 
Captain Daly, one of the men who was with 
the defendant, said that he would like to have 
him examined by an independent doctor, so 
Dr. O’Rourke was summoned. Later he was 
released on bail. He lived onl; one hundred 
yards from the station. When O’Leary was 
charged he said, “I deny all that.” 

Dr. P. D. O’Rourke said that when he 
first was asked to see Mr. O’Leary he de 
clined; as he was his family doctor, Even- 
tually he did go and was in the station at 
2.30 a.m. He asked the defendant to give 
him an account of the accident and he did so. 
His pulse was fast. The defendant walked 
towards him, straight, turned round and 
walked back. He was not unsteady. He 
had abrasions on his nose, When he asked 
Mr. O'Leary if he had any other injuries he 
said '“ No.” -Witness came to the conclusion 
that he was shocked. Witness had a cold, 
and could not smell drink from the defen- 
dant. When the defendant came to him on 
the following day, and said that he had a 
pain in his chest witness could find no 
objective symptoms. He had him X-rayed 
with negative results. The defendant still 
complained of tenderness, and witness treated 
him for fractured ribs. He had him X-rayed 
a second time, also with negative result. 

The case was adjourned until Thursday at 
12 noon. It was intimated that the further 
hearing of the defence would occupy a con- 
siderable time.

IO PREVENT NOISE 
A STANDARD OF 
MEASUREMENT 


_ Dr, R. W. Ditchburn, Professor of Physics 
in Trinity College, Dublin, gave a lecture 
on “ Noise: its Prevention and Cure,” at 
the weekly meeting of the Irish Women 
Citizens’ Association held at 5 Leinster 
street, Dublin, yesterday. Having dealt with 
the ede effect of noise on health 
and happiness, Professor Ditchburn said that 
the first object of any scientific study of 
noise must be to find a way to measure it. 
that problem had recently been solved, and 
scientists are now able to measure its 
density in terms of phons. By this system 
it was possible to determine how much noise 
could be tolerated by persons in different 
walks of life. Hospitals, possibly; could 
tolerate 15 phons; a private a apartment 
20-25, and an ordinary business office up to 
30. To illustrate the density of various 
noises in terms of phons, Professor Ditchburn 
said that a quietly-running train would re- 
gister about 60, the:same as ordinary con- 
versation, while a train with the windows 
open would register about 90. A pneumatic 
drill was estimated to produce about 110. 
Having explained the possibility of re- 
ducing noise in buildings through structural 
alterations and in machinery through the 
———— of meshed gears and _ exhaust 
silencers, Professor Ditchburn said that there 
was sitting at present a Departmental Com- 
mittee of the British Ministry of Transport 
to consider these matters in conjunction with 
the use of the newly-invented noise meter. 
They had recommended the drafting of 
legislation to provide that a car running on 
open throttle at 30 m.pf.h. should not exceed 
phons at a distance of 18 feet.

and the aspirations of medieval in- 
sand the increase in secular knowledge 
in the Twelfth Century had some interest, 
if not le , for them to-day, because the 
same conflict between devotional religion and 
the digcoveries of science continued as keenly 
as ever. The Middle Ages were often 
called the Ages of Faith, a misleading 
phrase, for they were also an age of in- 
quiry, of great increase in secular knowledge 

of scepticism. But they were un- 
doubtedly the period when the burning ques- 
tions of the day were questions of religion, 
apd when the desire to keep society organised 
on a religions basis made it incumbent on 
the leaders and teachers of the Church to 
control, so far as they were able, the aspira- 
tions of the medieval intellect into the realm 
of scientific and philosophical speculation, 
and to control also the more extravagant 
aspirations of religious emotion. th 
threatened to upset the stability of society. 
was the principal field of that age- 
long conflict. It was the fountain head of 
the two greatest monastic movements of the 
Middle s—the Cluniac and the Cister- 
cian movements. It was the country of 
Western Europe in which the great heretical 
movementis—the Waldensian and the Albi- 
geusian—made most headway. It was, 
agaiú, the principal source of the 
pilgrimages, of which the Crusades were the 
warlike outcome. It was the home of learn- 
ing, theological and secular, the scene of the 
dialectical battles between the Realists and 
Nominalists and the mother of the greatest 
University of Europe. 


The Monastic Revival 


He had taken as the first of his subjects 
the monastic revival of the eleventh and 
twelfth centuries, as illustrated by the 
development of the Cluniac and Cistercian 

i , alt the importance and 
influence of these Orders had been universally 
acknowledged, they must beware of over- 
rating it. The Cluniacs and Cistercians were 
essentially monastic reformers, not concerned 
with the reform of the secular Church, and 
only indirectly concerned with the evangelisa- 
tion of the world at large. It was to be noted 
that it was just when these movements be- 
came something more than monastic revivals, 
just when they began to have immediate 
influence upon secular affairs that they had 
begun, albeit imperceptibly, to lose something 
of their spiritual influence, In externals they 
continued to grow in favour and reputation : 
inwardly decline began. 

Cluny was founded by William the Good; 
Duke of Aquitaing, in 910 as a house for an 
abbot and twelve monks under the Benedic- 
tine Rule in its latest form. The Rule of 
St. Benedict of Nursia (480-644) had Jeid 
down six principles to reguiete monastic life— 
viz., I, the mecessity of labour, especially 
manual labour; 2, absolute obedience to 
superiors; 3 asceticism in diet, dress and 
details of life; 4, absolute poverty; 5, 
seclusion from the world, and 6, permanence 
of vows. Learning, literature study of 
art had no place in Benedict’s scheme—there 
were fixed hours for devotional reading, but 
that was all, 

Scholarship and letters were first introduced| 
into monastic life by Cassiodorns, Benedigtine 
Abbot of Vivarium, in Calabria (470.568), 
who recommended that monesteries should be- 
come centres of learning and of natural science. 
The rules were further modified by the second 
Benedict Abbot of Aniane ), who intro- 
duced some common-sense medifications, mak- 
ing conditions more suitable to Northern 
Europe, The actual foundation of Clun 
marked no great innovation or change. Ii 
was but one of several contemporary parallel 
attempts to introduce a higher stan 
monastic life. The two chief 
which were aimed at, were (] 
tion of monasteries, due their being 
founded and endowed with land by lay-lords 
and then treated almost as fiela or feudal 
estates; and, secondly, the variation and 
diversity in the observance of the Benedictine 
Rule. The crying need was uniformity and strict 
observance of a rule, and emancipation from 
lay control. Other movements were initiated 
at Namur, in Upper Lorraine,.in England by 
Dunstan, of Glastonbury, and in South Ger- 
many and Italy, 


Cluny’s Importance 


Why, he asked, had Cluny transcended in 
importance these other short-lived movements, 
and become so celebrated? The answer was 
three-fold, partly owing to its constitution, 
partly owmg to the moderation of its principles, 
and partly owing to the zeal of its early abbots. 
The first five Abbots of Cluny were canonised. 
Mujolus was offered, and declined, the 
Papacy. But although the reputation of Cluny 
was widespread and the services of its abbots 
and the devotion of its monks greatly sought 
after, there was as yet no Cluniac Order, pro- 
perly speaking, at the date of the 
death of _Majolus, in, 994. The real 
organiser of the tron “of 
Cluny was Odilo, the fifth Ab under 
whom Cluny began to acquire affiliated houses 
in France, Italy and Spain, He built up a 
great federation of monasteries all under the 
obedience of the mother house, who attended 
the Generai Chapter held at Cluny. ia aa 

By the disinterested aims and ‘spirituality 
of ita early abbots Cluny won the reapect and 
support of the popular conscience, as well as 
the special favour, if not always so dias: 
interested, both of the Papacy, and the 
secular powers, royal and feudal.

A Fillip to Football 


Why cannot the World’s Association 
Football Cup be contested every year in- 
stend of only every four years? It is to 
football what the Davis Cup is to tennis. 
and almost the only countries in Europe 
to stand apart from it are England, Scot. 
land and Wales, together wath Northern 
Ireland. South American countries enter 
for it, and the final stages, in which 
sixteen nations meet and stage a knock-out 
competition, arouse tremendous excitement 
and interest. The event was started in 
1935, and to Romé went the honour of 
staging the deciding matches,  Lltaly 
eventually being crowned as world’s 
champions. In the preliminary section, 
Ireland, Netherlands and Belgium were 
grou together, and after playing a 
thrilling 4-4 draw with Belgium at Daly- 
mount Park, the Irishmen were defeated 
in Holland, the latter country qualifying 
to go to Rome.

Bernard 
was the most representative figure of the new 
ascetic movement in monasticism, His life 
showed the impossibility of the new ideals, 
He was continually seeking to evade contact 
with the world, yet his help was continually 
being sought in secular affairs, 


Bernard’s Work

Counsel's contention was that the 
Board could not foist on an applicant some- 
thing which was £3,000 less than the 
Tribunal had decided. The Board, he said, 
had published no accounts and the members 
of the Tribunal had no idea whether the 
Board was doing well or ill. Parliament 
never intended that when a man’s business 
was to be taken from him for the public 
good the compensation was te be nothing 
more than a pure gamble. 

Counsel for the Board submitted that the 
compensation which was being given was the 
reasonable equivalent of what was being 
taken from Mr. O'Neill. 

The case was adjourned until Wednesday.

Giving the decision, Mr. McCoy said 
the Court was always anxious to give any 
person accused of any offence the fairest 
possible trial, but, as defendants made no 
statements, did not cross-examine, and 
did not give evidence, they could only 
assume that they were guilty. 

It was a serious offence, because they 
were here living under a constitutional 
Government properly organised.

ITS FUTURE IN THE

Ramsay Macdonald 


“He worked himself out.” With these 
words Lord Baldwin concluded his eulogy 
to James Ramsay Macdonald in the 
London Guildhall on Friday last. At the 
moment no one had an inkling that the 
man who had fought so strenuously in 
many a political battle for thirty years 
was so quickly and so suddenly to be 
taken from the parliamentary scene. A 
few days ago he left England for a cruise 
which, it was hoped, would restore him 
to health, He died with the kindly words 
of his old chief and colleague lingering in 
his ear. There are few picturesque figures 
now left in British politics: James 
Ramsay Macdonald was one of the 
remnant of that brilliant band which 
entered the House of Commons in the 
Libera] avalanche of 1906. It was then 
that pie Labour Party made its first 
appearance as a separate entity, and 
although such figures as Keir Hardie and 
Philip Snowden sat on the Labour benches, 
they did not eclipse the man whose energy 
had contributed so largely to the founda- 
tion of the party. For six years before 
1906 he had controlled the party machine 
as its secretary, and during those 
formative years by voice and pen he had 
given its members a policy and a 
philosophy. Where Snowden was rigidly 
uncompromising and Hardie ruggedly 
frank, Macdonald was urbane and accom- 
modating. He made the Socialist State 
seem as easily attainable.as the opposite 
side of the street. When war came in 
1914, and he showed his pacifist faith in 
the face of angry mobs, a different 
Macdonald was revealed. There was in 
him then a fighting tenacity which 
would have become Snowden himself; 
the urbanity was gone, and what 
remained was what the late Lord 
Birkenhead called “a paler Crom- 
well.” When he lost his seat at the 
“coupon ” election of 1918 he went 
into temporary retirement, and when he 
returned to Westminster four years later 
he was a different man. The old urbanity 
had developed into a pliancy which grew 
more marked as the years passed, and a 
pomposity of manner which had been 
foreign to his nature in the Leicester days. 
Almost at once he was selected to lead 
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mt an immediate threat to the 
continuance of government, 8. would the 
fall of Nanking; only to a comparatively 


minor degree, in fact, is’ Shanghai a. 


Chinese city at all. Europe and America, 
on the other hand, cannot fail to be 
impressed, and to be alarmed. In the 
eyes of the Western nations, for most 
practical purposes, Shanghai represents 
China, and any threat to its security 
means a threat to the entire body of 
foreign interests in China. Nobody will 
believe that Japan has designs upon the 
International Settlement.or the other 
foreign quarters: the last thing that she 
would venture is to alienate foreign 
sympathy in so practical a fashion; but 
she certainly has taken the view that, 
whe. once she is in possession of Shanghai, 
neither Europe nor the United States can 
afford to disregard | er suzerainty.in China. 
The Japanese, ~ according to modern 
standards, are-a new nation, but in fact 
the’ are a very old nation, to which many 
centuries of history have given experience 
and have taught cynicism. They know 
well that Governments which cannot be 
influenced by the plaints of the suffering 
Chinese can be influenced by the quiet 
machinations of their own industrialists. 
Shanghai will not be held openly to 
ransom ; but Wall Street and the City of 
London and the Paris Bourse hence- 
forward will study the progress of Far 
Eastern affairs with a new and more 
intimate interest. 

It is hard to tell how this major set- 
back will reac: upon the Chinese moral. 
Once again the fall of Shanghai has 
demonstrated the superiority of small, but 
splendidly equipped, armies over huge, 
inchoate and ill-equipped masses. The 
lesson may be overpowering for tha 
Chinese, whose sense of logic is tradi- 
tional. Yet all the evidence goes to show 
that their spirit, so admirably revealed 
at the outbreak of war four months ago, 
is better than ever to-day, and that the 
loss of thousands of men and several 
provinces has -stiffened, rather than 
weakened, their resistance. For the first 
time in.living memory the people of China 
have been hardened into a nation. It is 
true that they are not first-rate fighters, 
as fighting goes nowadays; that they are 
ill-disciplined, and that their generals, 
upon the whole, cannot compare with 
those of Japan. Yet their magnificent 
defence over many fronts has made the 
Japanese policy far more difficult of 
achievement than Tokyo expected at the 
outset of the war, and many months, if 
not years, must elapse before the invaders 
can hope to consolidate a real hold upon 
sprawling territories. Much 
on the assistance of Soviet 
Russia. The “ capitalist ’’ Powers, with 
cruelly unfair equity, have banned exports 
of arms to either belligerent—an embargo 
which has done far more harm to China's 
prospects than to Japan’s; and, even if 
private undertakings were willing to 
supply General Chiang Kai-shek with 
material of war, it is very doubttul- 
whether they could run the Japanese 
blockade. Russia, however, is anlikely 
to have much concern for neutrality pacts. 
She has a long frontier contiguous to 
China, and almost certainly has been 
supplying, and will continue to supply, 
all the arms that her factories can produce 
for China’s benefit. It has been alleged, 
too—and there may be good foundation 
for the report—that officers of the Red 
Army have been training Chinese troops 
intensively throughout the western pro- 
vinces. If a constant supply of recruits, 
thus armed and trained in accordance with 
modern methods, can be maintained, 
Japan's task may become harder instead 
of easier as she advances. 

Meanwhile, little hope exists of open 
intervention by the Powers. The Nine- 
Power Conference at Brussels was unable 
to make headway yesterday, in the lack 
of any reply to its communication with 
Tokyo. It hardly will make better pro- 
gress to-day or at any other time; for 
Japan has madé no secret of her intention 
to deny the other Powers’ right of inter- 
ference. M. Litvinoff—whose Govern- 
ment, like those of the other totalitarian 
nations, scoffs at the conventional forms 
of diplomacy—has packed off in disgust to

German attitude towards .the Jewish 
question "’; and it would appear that far 
from undergoing a change of heart in 
this direction, the Nazi Party is more 
embittered than ever it was in its attitude 
towards the Jews. Before Dr. Goebhels 
opened tue exhibition Herr Julius 
Streicher delivered a long harangue, in 
the course of which he unburdened his soul 
in the most unrestrained language. Julius 
Streicher,, as editor of the egregious 


“ Stiirmer,”’ already has achieved world | 


notoriety as a Jew-baiter; but he excelled 
himself on Monday. He described t':e 
Jews as a mongrel race of mixed negro, 
Mongol and Nordic blood, generally 
castigated them, and declared finally that 
they always were the ‘‘ destroyers of 


i good.” The world has grown accustomed 


to Herr Streicher’s vapourings, and 
nobody takes him very seriously ; but ‘he 
Munich exhibition has the official blessing 
of the German Government. Conse 
quently, it must be regarded as an 
authentic expression of German opinion. 
Whatever one’s views on the Jewish 
problem may be, this exhibition will 
disgust the ordinary civilised human 
being. It depicts the Jews in the most 
nauseating light, concentrating on their 
worst qualities, and making no distinction 
between individuals. Thus, it pillories such 
eminent Germans as Heine, Mendelssohn, 
Albert Ballin, who was the Kaiser’s friend ; 
Walther Rathenau, one of Germany’s most 
brilliant post-war patriots, and even 
Einstein, whose name is revered throuch. 
out the world. One room in the exhibi 
tion is devoted to an attempt to prove that 
the entire British Press is controlled by 
Jews; and even Charlie Chaplin is held 
up to odium and contempt. If this per. 
formance is calculated to justify Ger- 
many’s treatment of the Jews, it certainly 
will not succeed. On the contrary, it will 
harden mankind’s heart against a regime 
that. has been guilty of such inhuman 
practices. We believe that the mass of the 
German people has little or no sympathy 
with the Jew-baiters; but the mass of the 
German people 1s almost as helpless as are 
the Jews themselves.

In £3 cases out 
of 100 the Hubert home would have 
disintegrated without further to-do— 
matrimony in these days is susceptible to 
destructive influences—but M. Hubert 
happened to be the hundredth case. He 
hastened to the Statute Book, unearthed 
Article 184, and sent the gendarmerie 
upon the trail of his love. Article 184, 
which has not been utilised for more than 
fifty years, authorises an outraged husband 
to recover his wife from the house of a 
third party. The gendarmerie—we would 
imagine, with hesitation—went about its 
dangerous task ; but it was M. Hubert him. 
self who ran his wife to ground. She was 
living with her lover’s sister. M. Hubert 
delivered her at the point of his umbrella 
to a police station; and demanded that 
the authorities compel Mme. Hubert to 
return to her proper fireside. Un. 
fortunately, the legal formalities had not 
been concluded; so that Mme. Hubert, 
with many cries of anger, swept from the 
station on the road back to happiness. 
Her husband remains undaunted; and 
within the next few days we may expect 
to see Madame delivered to her home. 
The delivery, however, will be but the pre- 
liminary to a long series of distressing in 
cidents. M. Hubert is going to have to 
listen to an unflattering estimate of his 
own talents as a lover; and to tolerate 
intolerable sneers at his dependence upon 
the police. He will be likened, we feel 
sure, to an ogre who drags young girls-by 
the hair to his castle—an ogre who must 
obtain by force that which he is unable to 
get by personal charm.‘ Mme. Hubert will 
act with perfect skill the part of beauty 
in distress ; she will start as a door opens 
suddenly in fear that ‘‘ those terrible 
men “ are after her again; and she will, 
with pathetic, but somehow impressive, 
courage recite: ‘‘ Stone walls do not a 
prison make.’’

Chinese were able to retreat in good order 
after destroying buildings of military im- 
portance. For the first time for weeks 
there is no fighting on the borders of the 
International Settlement, but thousands 
of ref are pouring into the refuge. 
What the future of Shanghai will be it 
is difficult, to say, bat it may be taken 
that the Japanese will try to absorb it 
completely, and it would no surprise 
to the European nations holding con- 
cessions there if they receive notice to 
quit. As one of Europe’s great gate- 
ways for trade into the vast Chinese 
Empire, the Japanese will not fail to 
make the utmost use of its possibilities. 
Shanghai is the fifth largest city in the 
world, and has a population im normal 
times ot about four millions. It is built 
on mud flats, and many thousands of its 
people live entirely on the water in 
sampans, or flat Chinese boats. Its 
interests for this country are enormous, 
as much of the two hundred million 
pounds sterling of British capita] is 
directed from the city, and its richest 
man is a Briton, Sir Victor Sassoon, 
owner of most of the big hotels and apart- 
ment houses. It is the edge of Europe 
and Asia, as within a few yards of magni- 
ficent hotels are narrow alley ways, where 
Chinese life is lived as it was a thousand 
years ago, and it is unsafe for Europeans 
to walk alone. 


Belgium Banks on Youth 


The Cabinet, newly formed in Belgium 
by M. Spaak, who is well under forty 
years of age, indicates a complete break 
with the elder statesmen of the country 
who held office during and since the Great 
War. The late Cabinet of M. van Zeeland 
had taken a big step in this direction 
under its 42-year-old Premier, but he 


retained a few of the elder statesmen. . 


Their services, which had become largely 
of an advisory character, are now to be 
dispensed with, and Belgium will no 
longer be governed by the War generation, 
This seems to be a reflection of the new 
turn given to Belgian policy by King 
Leopold, while it also helps to explain 
whv Belgium has made a fresh start in 
foreign policy by declining to enter into 
anv wer commitments with any foreign 
Power whatever. 


Wings Over Spain 


The Soviet Government has had an 
analysis prepared concerning the per- 
formance of foreign aerop'anes used in 
the civil war in Span. It is ciaimed 
that the Russian aerovlanes proved 
superior to the German and. Italian ones, 
but the main fact emerging from the sur- 
vey of the air fighting is that the Russian 
aeroplanes were not of Russian design at 
all, but were United States high-speed 
monoplane fighters, manufactured in 
Russia under licence. The German and 
Italian bombers which they had to fight 
were much slower. At the beginning of 
the fighting three-quarters of the Spanish 
Air Force supported General Franco, but 
all their aircraft was very much out of 
date and usually inefficient; and to 
support General Franco a considerable 
number of aeroplanes were sent from 
Germany and Italy. The Spanish Govern- 
ment, at the outbreak of the civil. war, 
possessed a fe waircraft, all of which 
were really useless, but by Octcber of last 
year they had received 150 to 200 ‘aero- 
planes, mostly fighting machines, from the 
Soviet Government, these giving them air 
supremacy. One of the lessons learned in 
Spain was that speed and mobility are of 
greater value to the bomber than gun- 
power, and the main function of the 
homber is to avoid combat in the air. It 
must be able to fly direct to its objective 
without interference or divergence - from 
the pre-arranged track, and if attacked its 
refuge seems to rest anore with speed chan 
with gun-power. One of the conclusions 
reached by the Russians was that the 
hacks of pilots in single-seater fighters 
should be protected, as behind the pilot 
there is a blind spot, and he is completely 
unguarded Most lessons drawn from the 
Spanish air conflict are inconclusive, how- 
ever, because of a lack of air discipline. 


The Lord Mayor s Procession 


The Lord Mavor’s procession Banc 
through the City and West End to-day in 
a blaze of sunshine, a most unusual thing, 
since it is generally subject to rain or 
fog. At one.o’clock, when the show passed 
up Fleet street to the Law Courts, the 
sun was shining brilliantly, and it pre- 
sented a colourful and animated appear- 
ance, with its many tableaux representing 
Empire produce and trade. Bacon, butter 
and potatoes were prominently displayed, 
but in this connection it seemed to be a 
little unfortunate that the prime produce 
of the Trish Free State received no adver: 
tisement: such as that given to the dairy 
produce of Australia and New Zealand. 
Apart from the Dominion tableaux, tlie 
procession was mainly of a military 
character, one of the principal features 
being an anti aircraft detachment, com- 
plete with gun and searchlight. An in- 
teresting point in the procession was tlie 
detachment of fifty men and fifty girls of 
the National Fitness Campaign, wearing 
blue and white. The procession was so 
long that it took half an hour to pass.

A Mild Winter? 


Professor Sandstroem, the well-known 
Swedish meteorologist, has discovered that 
the Gulf Stream is to be unusually warm 
this winter, and working on this theory 
he foreshadows a mild winter. It may be 
that it will be as warm as that of 1934-50, 
the warmest in England for over 50 years, 
though two winters of such outstanding 
warmth have never before occurred in one 
decade.’ While certain weather cycles are 
‘known to exist, most of them are too

HIS REMARKABLE CAREER 


——_o———_ 


When Mr. Macdonald and his daughter, 
Sheila, embarked on the cruise liner last 
Thursday for South America, he said that 
he was going in search of that most elusive 
of all forms of happiness—rest. He 
planned to visit Peru and Chile and to 
Pe ig home when I have had enough 
of it.” 

James Ramsay Macdonald had a career 
which is probably without parallel in 
British history, He 10se from childhood 
penury to become three times Prime 
Minister, and twice in his life he was the 
most hated man in politics. 

During the war he was reviled as a 
traitor by people of moderate views as well 
as by diehards, and in 1931, when he 
formed the National Government, he was 
again regarded as a traitor—this time by 
his former friends and colleagues of the 
Labour Party. : 

e son of a Scots farm labourer, Mr. 
Macdonald. was born in a two-roomed 
cottage at Lossiemouth, Morayshire, on 
October 12; 1866. 

His early life was spent in dire poverty, 
and when he was nineteen years old he 
went to London, where for weeks he lived 
in misery addressing envelopes. Even- 
tually he succeeded in earning a living in 
journalism, and began to take an interest 
in Socialism. He was an Independent 
Labour Party candidate for Southampton 
in 1895, and, though he received only 866 
votes, the contest brought him into 
touch with his future wife, "Margaret 
Ethel Gladstone, a  niéce of lit 
Kelvin, whom he married in 1896. 
Their ideally happy married life wa: 
ended in 1911, a year in which, in 
addition, Mr Macdonald lost his mother 
and his youngest son. He was ‘tt with 
five young children, ail of whom attaine- 


distinction in various walks cl 'ife— 
Alistair, Malcolm, Ishbel, Joan and 
Sheila. 


OPPOSED TO WAR 


He became a member of Parliament in 
1906 as one of the representatives of 
Leicester, and in 1€11 he was chosen as 
leader of the growing Labour Party, but 
his public career seemed to be ended by 
his own action in August, 1914, when he 
opposed the war, Heavily defeated in the 
1918 general election, he did not get back 
into Parliament until 1922, when he was 
returned for Aberavon. At the same time 
he became leader of the official Opposition, 
and as the result of the ‘‘ protection ”’ 


election in the following year he became 


Britain’s first Labour Prime Minister. 
The administration did not last long, but 
when the Labour Party formed its second 


Government, with the. backing of 288 


members in the House, he was again 
Prime Minister. 

Following the financial crisis of 1931 
Mr. Macdonald accepted Kinz - Gerrge’s 
invitation to form a National Government, 
with himself as Prime Minister and Mr. 
Baldwin as his right-hand man. Despite 
the vituperation poured upon him for 
what his colleagues of the Labour Party 
described as a betrayal, he successfully 
defended his seat at Seaham Harbour in 
the 1931 election, but was cast out by a 
majority of more than 20,000 votes in 


1935, when he -had retired from. the 
Premiership (owing to ill-health) in 
favour of Mr. Baldwin. 


His third Premiership had lasted six 
years, the longest continuous term, except 
that of Mr. Asquith, for a century. 
Following his defeat at Seaham he was 
returned with a comfortable majority when 
a by-election occurred in the Scottish 
Universities. fee 15

At times his 
memory would fail him—a fact on which 
he commented with bitterness, and though 
he did not- want it known his eyesight had 
become much worse. 

He still had plans for the future, such 
as a book that would tell accurately the 
story since 1914, but, as he said with a 
shake of his head, ‘* they are just in con- 
templation; maybe I’ll have energy for 
them after my holiday.’’ The old High- 
land fire, however, still smouldered in him, 
and, as he recalled the cheers of a char-a. 
banc party at Strome Ferry during his 
holiday, he drew himself to his full 
height, squared his shoulders, and said: 
“These cheers were for me,” and, he 
added, with a touch of defiance,: “ they 
came from Durham.’’ Though he was 
unwilling to admit his failing health, he 
did so unwittingly when he noticed his 
little Scots terrier looking at him with 
appealing brown eyes. “ Aye, Jocky,”’ 
he said as he bent to caress it, ‘‘ 1 know 
you don’t like to see your auld Maister 
like this.” . 

By a strange coincidence, a year ago 
yesterday (Tuesday), at the Lord 
Mayor’s Guildhall banquet, Mr. Mac- 
donald became ill. Overcome by the 
heat, he was helped to an adjoining 
room, where he was attended by 
Lord Dawson. He was soon well again 
On the following day he presided at a 
meeting of the Imperial fence Com- 
mittee. Then «ame the abdication, with 
all its attendant anxieties, and the many 


duties which fell to him as Lord President ' 


He was 
a tired man when he reached Lossiemouth 
for a real ‘‘ home ” Christmas.

“I SHALL DIE A DREAMER” 


When James Ramsay Macdorald said this 
in 1932 he had lived long enough to see many 
of his dreams come true; for he was then 
for the third time Prime Minister of Great 
Britain. He had lived long enough to see 
himself rise from penury to the Premiership 
—the chief architect in building up the 
Labour Party from a mere handful of 
members to the strongest age a 3 group in 
the House of Commons. He could recall, as 
quite a distant memory, that historic day 
when the King sent for him to form the 
first Labour Government, and to remember 
also the flattering reception’ accorded him 
by a sub-continent when he went to America 
as the first British Prime Minister to visit 
the United States.

(£16,857,000) in an extraordinary Budget. 

These figures were announced to-day, 
when the Czechoslovak Government’s 
Budget for 1938 was introduced in the 
Chambe: ot Deputies and the Senate, 

Total expenditure in the ordinary 
Budget is estimated at 10,117,423,500 
crowns (£72,267,000) and receipts at 
10,120,233,070 crowns (£72, 287,0CU). 
‘Revenue is thus estimated to exceed ex- 
penditure by 2,809,570 crowns. (£20,000). 

In presenting his Budget the Minister 
of Finance (M. Kalfus) said that he con- 
sidered the economic situation of the 
Republic satisfactory.

There was a remarkable ending at 
Waterford Circuit Court to-day to an 
appeal brought by William Thomas Piper, 
skipper of the Hull trawler Blanche, 
against a fine of £50, with confiscation of 

ear and fish, oh a charge of being within 
Saorstat territorial waters for illegal 
purpose. 

When the State case closed counsel for 
appellant asked for a direction on the 
grounds that no evidence had been given 
that the trawler was not a Saorstat vessel. 

Judge Sealy stated at first that he 
would not decide the case on a technical 
point, but later decided to do so, and 
reversed the decision of the Court below, 
quashing the conviction and penalties and 
ordering the return of security lodged in 
Court pending the appeal. 

After Captain Dunne, of the Muirchu, 
had told of the capture of the trawler 
after firing a blank shot, counsel for the 
defendant said that Piper was inside the 
limit for the lawful purpose of inter- 
viewing local fishermen with whom he 
proposed to exchange bait for potatoes. . 

When the point was raised that the 
State hud not proved that the Blanche was 
not a Free State trawler, Captain Dunne, 
recalled, said that he handed back the 
trawler’s papers to Piper when the latter 
lodged security in court. The State 
Solicitor was proceeding to ask witness 
who were the trawler’s owners and her 
port of registration when the Judge inter- 
vening said that he could not allow that. 
“ That,” he said, “ is secondary evidence. '' 
He added that he would hear evidence as 
to the nationality of the vessel if the 
prosecution could produce it. The prosecu- 
tion failed, on the ground that the trawler 
had “á been proved not to be a Free State 
vessel.
